WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—Congress in joint session to­ 
day heard President Wilson announce formally his pur­ 
pose to attend the peace conference and give his views on 
the part the governmnet should play in dealing with after 
the war problems. 
Democrats of the house received the announcement 
with cheers in which some senators joined ; the Republi­ 
cans were silent almost thruout the address except when 
the president referred to the valor and efficiency of Amer­ 
ica’s soldiers and mentioned the names of Pershing and 
Sims. 
Threatened interruptions by members who disapprove 
of the trip and of the president’s failure to include a sena­ 
tor among the peace delegates did not materialize. 
During the first hour of the new session, Senator Cum­ 
mins of Iowa, Republican, introduced a resolution to send 
« committee of eight senators to Paris to keep the senate 
advised of the progress of the peace conference and in the 
house Representative Rodenburg of Illinois, Republican, 
d offered a resolution proposing that the vice-president 
take over the executive functions upon the departure of 
Mr. Wilson from the country. Senator Sherman of Illinois, 
Republican, announced later that he would submit tomor­ 
row a resolution similar to that of Representative Roden­ 
burg, except that it would declare the office of president 
vacant.

FALLING OFF RAPIDLY

W hen the phagocytes or “po­ 
lice” cells of the body get chilled, 
danger of pneumonia is increased, 
according to the

published by the Illinois Depart­ 
ment of Health. 
"Chilling the body reduces the 
power of protection against bac­ 
teria,” says the bulletin. 
“There 
are certain cells which are known 
as phagocytes.

ANNOUNCE PLANS 
FOR DEMOBILIZATION 


WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 
2.— D e­ 
mobilization plans of the war d e ­ 
partm ent were outlined today by 
Brig. Gen. Lord of the quarter- 
faater’s corps who appeared at a 
hearing of the house appropria­ 
tion sub-committee, which is seek­ 
ing to determine w h at part of w a r 
appropriations may bo returned to 
the treasury as a resu lt of the end 
of the war. 
Discharges are already being is­ 
sued, General Lord said, and in 
December it is expected to release 
about 100,000 men.

the future. 
Railroads Not E qual to Task. 


Exceptional circumstances and 
ixceptional methods of adminis- 
ration were not needed to con- 
/inee us that the railroads w ere 
not equal to the im m en se tasks ut 
^ a s p o r ta tio n im posed upon them 
ay th e rapid and continuous d e ­ 
velopment of the industries of the 
country. We know t h a t already 
And we knew that th e y were u n ­ 
equal to it partly because th eir 
null co-operation was rendered i m ­ 
possible by law a n d their com 
petition made obligatory, so th a t 
it has been impossible to assign 
lo them severally tho traffic which 
could best be carried by their re­ 
spective lines in th e interest of 
expedition and national economy. 
We may hope, I believe for the 
formal conclusion of the war by
